holding their own on all sectors. 
On the Sails Front in the N orth­ 
east, 
Soviet 
shock 
troops 
un­ 
leashed a new offensive in an a t­ 
tem pt to outflank the Finns. 
Heavy 
fighting was 
reported 
progressing in the grim wastes of 
the Salla Region, accompanied by 
repeated Soviet air raids against 
the town of Rovaniemi, where 27 
Red 
arm y planes dropped 
150 
bombs, 
killing 15 
persons 
and 
wounding 60. 
Further South, on the Basti- 
Kuhmo front, another battle con­ 
tinued 
after Russia’s hest 
ski 
troops 
from Siberia suffered 
a 
smashing blow a t the hands of the 
Finns, who dispersed the third Si­ 
berian ski battalion, killing 300 
men. 
This battle developed into a m aj­ 
or engagement and at many points 
there were artillery duels of ex­ 
treme intensity. 
Fighting Intense 
Latest reports to the capital said 
the fighting has become more in­ 
tense 
along all central 
Finnish 
fronts and that Finnish ski patrols 
once again were penetrating Rus­ 
sian soil to pursue their deadly 
harrasslng maneuvers. 
Just north of Lake Ladoga, like­ 
wise, the Russians continued there 
repeated attacks, still attem pting to 
outflank the left wing of the Man- 
nerheim Line. 
The Finns claimed th at attacks 
on this sector as well as against 
the Carelian Isthm us were repuls­ 
ed, with nine Soviet tanks des­ 
troyed and five Russian planes 
shot down. 
On the Carelian Isthmus, it was 
claimed, Finnish artillery batteries 
created havoc among Russian po­ 
sitions, destroying four anti-tank 
guns and one soviet “dagger gun” 
or attack batallion gun. a field 
piece 
carefully 
concealed 
and 
mounted in the front lines a t a 
point where an assault is expect­ 
ed. 
In addition, it was stated, the 
Finnish batteries blasted a t least 
five 
Soviet 
mines, 
bombarded 
marching Soviet troops and hurled 
■hells into a 
Russian 
m ilitary 
camp. 
Thre Russian reconnaissance pa­ 
trols, at the same time, stumbled 
into nests of Finnish 
mines and 
were killed to the last man. 
I t was reported th at the Rus­ 
sian force north of Lake Ladoga 
consists of six divisions numbering 
about 120,000 men. 
Although the Finns are holding 
out stoutly on this sector as well 
as in the island fortress of Man tai 
in Lake Ladoga, some observers 
expressed doubt th at the Finns will 
bo able to complete their encircling 
maneuvers and trap the enemy be­ 
cause of the Russian numerical ad­ 
vantage. 
Under the present circumstances. 
It wa* said, it might prove highly 
dangerous for the Finns to pursue 
*uch tactics. Tile Russians are still 
attacking In this area, despite esti­ 
mated loss of 10,000 dead, in the 
Slope of wearing down the Finnish 
defenders. 
Seven Children Dead 
Seven of the persons killed by 
th e air raids a t Rovaniemi were 
children and five others were in­ 
m ates of a hospital—two ill pati­ 
ents, two nurses and one woman 
who expected to give birth to a 
child.

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COLLEGES AND TRADE SCHOOLS 
T 
HERE has been a tendency lately to 
question the value of college educa­ 
tion, instead of taking its value for grant­ 
ed as was generally done before the big 
depression. 
The main reason for such 
question has been the inability of so many 
college graduates to get jobs in which they 
could make practical use of their learning. 
There is said to be more of a tendency now 
to stop at the end of the high school course. 
Protesting against such a tendency, an 
interested observer sa ys: 
“What such students should realize is 
that fundamentally there is nothing wrong 
with college education, and that it is 
worth all the time and pains it costs. They 
should also know that all who sneer at 
book learning, culture and such back­ 
ground as college education gives are ac­ 
tually sneering at the accumulated wisdom 
of mankind. 
Above all, they should know 
that any graduate who condemns his col­ 
lege because it has not made him a Shakes­ 
peare or a Whitman or a Lincoln is much 
like the man who blames his tools for his 
bad workmanship.’^ 
It would be foolish, how ever, to assume 
that all high school graduates should go to 
college if they could. 
It depends a good 
deal on what a student wants from college 
and how strong his urge is to go there for 
it. 
Lately, too, the “learned professions” 
seem to be getting rather overcrow ded. 
With the technical and trade schools 
and the training they give students to fit 
them into a mechanized age, it is different. 
At present not enough young people are 
getting the advantages they offer.

ASHINGTON— That visit which Rep­ 
resentative Melvin J. Maas, of Minne­ 
sota, made to the White House the other 
day was not a social call. 
The hard-hitting World War flyer is 
ranking Republican member of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, and the clue to 
his talk with Roosevelt is that bill for 
drastic reorganization of the Navy which 
has been gathering cobwebs in the com­ 
mittee. 
Roosevelt favors the measure and so 
does Maas— himself an old foe of bureau­ 
c r a ts and red tape. 
But Naval brasshats 
and certain Democratic bigwigs on the 
committee do not. 
The brasshats want the bill shelved on 
the plea that the Navy will reform itself. 
And the Democratic members of the com­ 
mittee are secretly playing ball with them 
by stalling action on the legislation. 
This 
is directly counter to the President’s ideas. 
He w ants a vigorous broom applied to the 
obsolete and inefficient Navy system, and 
believes the only way it can be done is by 
I congressional act. 
That’s why he summoned Maas— to ask 
him to get behind the reorganization meas­ 
ure and to force action on it. 
“That’s right down my alley, Mr. Presi­ 
dent,” responded Maas. “I’m for a sweep- 
ing clean-up and modernization of the 
Navy, and I’ll go down the line with you 
IOO percent on that proposition. 
If you'll 
back me up, I’m sure we can get results.” 
Roosevelt assured Maas of his full sup­ 
port and said he would confer with him 
again soon.

W hat do conservative doctors 
think of the treatment of arthritis 
with bile salts? 
The treatment is too new to allow 
of any definite pronouncement, pro 
or con. The idea of the treatment 
began with the observation by 
Hench, of the Mayo Clinic, that 
when patients with arthritis devel­ 
oped jaundice, a prompt and dra­ 
matic relief of symptoms occurred. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. H.: “Will you please answer 
in your column and tell me if there 
is anything that will dissolve kid­ 
ney stones?” 


Answer: Nothing. 


D. L. M.: “Will enlarged tonsils 
affect the sight and hearing, and is 
there any danger of their becoming 
cancerated?” 


Answer—Sight, no effect; hear­ 
ing, possibly. Tonsils are not sub­ 
ject to cancer. 


J. IL: “What is the cause and 
treatment of cold and sweating 
feet?” 


Answer—The cause is some dis­ 
turbance of the automatic nervous 
system. Treatment is by soaking the 
feet morning and night in a solution 
of formalin (teaspoonful to a quart 
of water), and by contrast foot 
baths—alternating dipping the feet 
in a bucket of very hot and then very 
cold water for 20 minutes morning 
and night.
